ACCOUNT OF THE 
WALLACEMURDER 


Slain American's Em- 


ployers Declare He 
Was Not at Fault 


JENKINS CASE REVIVED 


Public Prosecutor at Puebla Pro- 


mises Sensational Revela- 


tions in Near Future 


Washington, Dec. 28. —Claims of 


the Mexican government, as recently 
presented to the American embassy 
n Mexico City, that the killing near 
Tampico late in November of James 
Wallace, an American citizen, result- 
ed from his failure to heed the warn- 
ng of a Mexican sentry, are denied in 
an account of the 
Incident 
which 


reached Washington today from the 
Agulla company*, of which Wallace 
was an employe. 


The killing of Wallace caused the 


state department to make an urgent 
inquiry of the Mexican government as 
to the circumstances. The Mexican 
foreign office in its reply charged that 
Wallace, while intoxicated, passed a 
sentry stationed at what was charac- 
terized as a "dangerous spot," and 
failing to halt was shot and killed. 


The Aguila company's report, which 


was presented at a meeting in Tam- 
sico of oil company managers and 
which is the first detailed account of 
the American's death to reach \Vash- 
ngton, says: 


Onrranu Soldier Shot Wallace. 
"On the morning of Nov. 26, Mr. 


James Wallace, employed by us a* 
loreman on our eastern reservoirs at 
Portreo-Del-l>lano, was riding from 
the office down to the tank farm, a 
distance ot about 250 meters. On the 
road was an outpost of four govern- 
ment soldiers with a machine gun. 
As far as we have been able to as- 
certain, Wallace's horse reared while 
passing this outpost and kicked over 
the machine gun, whereupon one of 
the soldiers shot Wallace, killing him 
instantly. 
None of our men actually 


saw what happened. Some ot them 
had been talking to Wallace a minute 
or two before, and hearing the shot 
they ran out of the office and found 
"JVailace lying dead on the ground. 


"The soldiers gave the explanation 


that Wallace insisted on passing be- 
tween the machine gun and a sentry 
that his horse refused to go forward 
for which reason one of the soldiers 
beat it several times with the butt of 
his 
rifle, 
and 
that 
Wallce then 


threw his horse over on the soldiers, 
nearly upsetting the machine gun. 
They also claimed Wallace hit the sol- 
dier with an axe handle he was carry- 
Ing and furthermore made the state- 
ment that Wallace was intoxicated. 
These statements are not substantiated 
by the facts. We have never known 
Wallace to be intoxicated during the 
ten months he was employed by us."

Would Give legislature Power. 
The committee urges the legislature 


:o declare the milk business "affected 
with a public interest," and that power 
to fix rates be delegated to a new s»p- 
arate state board of three, member*, 
removable by the governor, with pow- 
er to eubpoena producers and dealer* 
and their record* and to fix prlcM paid 
to the farmer and charged by the 
distributor to the consumer. 


The committee finds that th* prev- 


ent price of milk I* unfair and excea- 
elve; that there are too many execu- 
tives in the distributing companies, 
and that their salaries and those of 
officials of $he Dairymen's League are 
too high. 


"Some ot the distributing companies 


are overburdened with salaried execu- 
tives," the report states.

PRODUCTS PRESENT PROBLEM 


Vast Total of Exports in Part Fiscal Year-Reconstruction Gives 


Uncertain Aspects to Future Trade Abroad—Merchant 


Marine Advances Nation's Commercial Interests 


—Production Costs Increase in Europe, 


Washington.—Ments, cotton, wheat 


an! wheat flour made up 70 per cent 
of the total export trade in agrlcul- 
turai product* during the fistttl year 
ending June 30.1019. The total value 
of agricultural exports waa J3,OiXJ,- 
033.824. This amount of agricultural 
exports exceeded by more than $000,-

"produce more and consume less" 
campaign being waged In Europe. If 
the campaign meets with general re- 
sponse It will result In continued use 
of substitute*, less rnpld return to nor- 
mal consumption, and a decreased de- 
mand for American product*.

The cost of production In European 


countries will be Increased over the 
pre-war period because of the change 
In labor conditions.

It 
will probably restrict imports not only 
of bread cereals, but also of other 
commodities, to the bare necessities, 
and will constitute a powerful stim- 
ulus In foreign countries to Increase 
production.

1'OTATOES 1'AY WELEi. 


Potatoes have been an unusually 


pi-olltable crop to New York farmers 
this year, for the yield in this ttate 
\.as 109 bushels per acre, or 14 per 
:ent more than the ten-year average, 
and tho yield in the United States w»» 
nnly 89 bushels per acre, or 8 per cent 
l"ss than tho average. 
Many up-state 


potatoes were sold at digging time for 
ic&s than a dollar per bustle), but the 
jarly Long Island crop brought a goo* 
price arid the average of all sales l)j 
New York state growers about De- 
cember 1st was $1.40 per bushel. 


At this price the value of the pota- 


toes from one acre was J13S, or twice 
the value of any other Important crop 
In this state. Corn yielded 43 bushels. 
tier acre, worth $1.66 per bushel, or 
$7* per acre. 
Beans averaged about 


the same. AVheat, with a yield of 22 
bushels per acre, worth $2.15 per 
bushel, was worth 147 per acre. Spring 
wheat yielded 15 bushels, barley and 
buckwheat each jlelding 22 bushels, 
imd hay producing 1J/4 tons, 
were 


each worth between J30 and 132 per 
acre. Oats, on account of late plant- 
Ing and unfavorable weather, were 
the least profitable crop, the yield per, 
acre being only 251^ bushels worth 
B3c per bushel or J21 per acre. 


Tho final estimates of the white po- 


tato crop, just made public by J. B. 
Shepard of the U. 8. Bureau of Crop 
Estimates, Indicate that this state pro- 
duced. 29% million bushels and the 
United States 358 million bushels. The 
United States production Is equal to 
»bout 3 1-3 bushels for each person In 
the country. 
A-., the average annual 


production during the last ten year* 
wa» 8*4 bushels per person, the crop 
l> nearly one half bu*hel per capita 
ihort. This shortage In white pota- 
toes Is only partially offset by the 
large crop of sweet potatoes, which is 
one-quarter bushel per person more 
than usual. There is therefore a goofl 
reason for the recent advance in the 
price of potatoes, but no prospect Of 
in unusual scarcity such as has been 
predicted by. aome growers in those 
parts of the state where the crop was 
reduced by blight. Up to December 
1st shipments from the state exclusive 
af Long Island seem to have been CO 
per cent heavier than they were a 
year ago and yet 42 per cent of the 
crop is estimated to have been in the 
hands of the growers at that time.

This Is the great hope of 
the farm bureau organizations. Pro- 
duction depends upon economical 
marketing, bat economical marketing 
can never come about unless pro- 
duction costs are established," arys 
Mr. Frank Baackes, V. P. American 
Steel & wire Company. 


"No matter what the cause, it Is 


generally admitted that the average 
fanner dislikes bookkeeping and ac- 
curate computations. Yet unless a 
farmer will keep b>oks, be can never 
succeed under modern conditions. 
By keeping books. I do not mean that 
he most keep Journal, day book ami 
ledger In the commonly accepted 
terms, at least not In the beginning. 
It will b« very much better to adopt 
some scheme of farm record which 
will be to him a memorandum ot 
every farm event. This book will 
not need to be balanced In order to 
bc|of value to him and yet if faith- 
fully kept. It may be balanced. 


"Nearly every agricultural college 


now has a farm record book which is 
either given fret or sold at a nomi- 


nal price. Our own company pub- 
lishes a farm record which may ot 
had upon application to any of our 
agencies. 


"The way to begin any farm rec- 


ord Is to make n plat of your farm to 
Indicate the buildings and fences and 
to mark In ench field the crops or 
animals produced. This should be 
done each year and these yearly 
maps kept for comparison. The next 
step is to make a farm inventory and 
this Inventory sh/uld be continued 
In a similar book each year. The rec- 
ords should al£o contain the man and 
horse labor record, receipts and ex- 
penses, household expenses and all 
leading accounts, such as hogs, grain, 
poultry, hay and other produce sold. 
Records should also be kc-pt of the 
dates of seed time and harvest, the 
earliest killing frost and the last 
frost In ths spring. 


"Tlie great value of the fnrm bu- 


reau should be to Induce all members 
to keop records on a similar plan so 
that costs may be established. Fnrm 
bookkeeping Is recessory and the 
way to begirt Is to get a farm record 
book and stick to It, then farming 
will take its proper place among 
other businesses."

Federal Dry taw Has Teeth. But Co- 


operation of Public IB Needed. 
lion. Charles R. O'Connor of Ho- 


b-«rt, who is charged with the enforce- 
ment of the federal "dry law" so- 
called, in the city on legal errands be- 
fore Judge Kellogg on/Saturday, when 
se -n by a Star scribe said that he had 
made good progress in parfecting his 
machinery for the enforcement of the 
law. 
He has abandoned the idea of 


establishing offices in Brooklyn, Syra- 
cuse, Rochester and Buffalo, and will 
confine the number to two, one in Al- 
bany, to care for up-state, and one in 
New York city to look after the met- 
ropolitan district. He will make Al- 
bany his chief 
office, visiting New 


York when,necessity arises. 


The law has teeth, said Mr. O'Con- 


nor, and while it is considered some 
task, it will be enforced. Those who 
know him and appreciate his rugged 
tenacity and perseverence, 
believe 


that those who attempt violations will 
nnl it about the hardest problem they 
ever tackled to get by with him en- 
forcing the law. 


When questioned about the sale of 


intoxicants for medical purposes, he 
said that the act provide$ for permits 
for dealers and physicians. The sale 
will be regulated, however, much as is 
the traffic in narcotics. 
The permits 


are issued by Mr. O'Connor and a rec- 
ord of every prescription and of every 
sale must be kept. 
Xot more than 


one pint can be supplied any patient 
in a ten-day period, and each pre- 
.scriptlon when filled is so stamped 
and must be filed and kept for inspec- 
tion by an officer at any and all times.' 
The act recognizes the use of whiskey 
as a medicine and ti will be possible 
for hospitals to have a limited supply 
for emergencies under the act. 


Mr. O'Connor, during the conversa- 


tion said that in enforcing the meas- 
ure, which must be done, the federal 
authorities being intensely in earnest 
in the matter, it is essential that he 
have the support of all citizens, which 
he solicits.

ference With Floyd S. Barlow of 
Otacsw County Improvement As- 
sociation. 
Unadilla haa taken the first step 


among the towns of Otsego county in 
the movement Inaugurated by the Ot- 
segw County Improvement association 
for the reforestation of a tract In each 
town, a* a town project. 
At a con- 


ference, held Saturday morning at the 
atore of Town Clerk George I. Huta- 
len, at which all the members of the 
hoard conferred with Floyd 8. Bar- 
tow, manager of the Improvement as- 
sociation, It was decided to call a 
special town meeting to be held at the 
High school building in that village 
on Saturday, January 31, at 2 p. m., 
to consider such project for the town. 


The following preamble and resolu- 


tion were adopted unanimously by the 
board: 


"Whereas, the lumber supply of the 


town of Unadilla is rapidly diminish- 
ing, and 


Whereas, no effort has been made 


by any interest to replace the supply 
by means of reforestation, therefore 
be it, 


Resolved. That it is the sense of 


this board that a meeting of the tax- 
payers of the town 
be 
held in the 


High school building on Saturday af- 
ternoon, January 31, 1920, 
for the 


purpose of considering the feasibility 
and advisability of the purchase of a 
tract of land for the town to be re- 
forested on a scientific baiss." 


The project 
when 
presented 
by 


Manager Barlow received the hearty 
support of all the members, the older 
and more conservative members be- 
ing apparently the most enthusiastic 
in support. 
'William Dickinson, re- 


cently appointed supervisor, is heartily 
in favor of the plan and it is believed 
that TJnadilla will have the distinc- 
tion of being the first to take decisive 
act'on 'ooking to reforestation. 


•J'ne work if undertaken will be un- 


der the super%ision of the State Col- 
lege of Forestry at Syracuse, which 
has given assurance to the officers 
that it will give its best attention to 
a tract of about 20 acres in four towns 
of this county during 
the coming 


year as demonstrations, which it is 
understood is about all that it can 
safely undertake in Otsego for the 
coming year. 
It has been suggested 


that a. 20-acre tract be undertaken in

This was often accomplished in such n 
way that the resulting blade had two 
leveled edges, very keen aud sharp, for 
Its entire length. Such a razor blade 
had cutting edges that kept their 
sharpness quite ns long. It Is likely, as 
the steel tool of toduy. And when It 
became dull there was no necessity for 
sharpening It. All that had to be done 
was to knock off, a fresh flake (length- 
wise of the core), which was already 
as good as honed and stropped. The 
glass cylinder served the same purpose 
as one of the new-fangled shaving sets.
